Pupils ‘devastated’ after 
school charity cash stolen

HEARTLESS burglars stole almost 
£1,000 of money raised by primary 
school children during three break-ins. 

Kids at both Little Houghton and 
Hackleton primary schools had been 
raising money for the past few months 
but the safes on the sites were taken 
overnight last Friday. 

A large amount of money of parents’ 
fees for privately-run Little Houghton 
Day Nursery was also taken. 

All three incidents, which happened 
within hours of each other, have been 
linked by Northamptonshire Police. 

Little Houghton Primary headteacher 
Carolyn Fairbrother said the pupils were 
‘devastated and distressed’ at the loss. 

The school had been raising money to 
pay the fees for a Ugandan girl to get an 
education and had just collected the 
required £600 for the charity. 

The safe the cash was stored in was in a 
locked cupboard and bolted to the floor. 

Mrs Fairbrother said: “The children 
have been doing this for months and the 
kids have been doing all sorts to fund¬ 
raise, clearing snow when it was snowing, 
cake stalls, all sorts of imaginative things. 

“They have been publicising in the 
community the fact they were making 
and selling things so it could have been 
known that we had this money. 

“We are extremely upset and 
disappointed. 

“I mean we are a Christian school and

then this happens and it’s like showing 
them that you can get something for 
nothing. 

“Whoever it was came prepared. 

“I don’t know what we are going to do to 
get the money back but we have an open 
day on March 18 at 1.30pm so maybe we 
might be able to pass the kitty around.” 

Hackleton Primary was on its way to 
raising £3,000 for Paralympic skier Anna 
Turney to purchase new equipment in her 
bid for the 2016 Brazil Paralympics. 

There was £309 in the safe from Year 6’s 
efforts, which was part of the £1,700 
already raised. 

Assistant headteacher Sonja Pragnell 
said: “The children are absolutely 
devastated. They had done so much to get 
the money together and it is a real blow. 

“As the saying goes, every penny counts, 
and this has really upset the children.” 

Sharon Peach, the day nursery’s 
co-owner, said they will have to make do 
without the money that was taken. 

She said: “The children will just have to 
have less toys for the next few months, 
unfortunately there is no way for us to 
recover it. 

“The office and the locked cupboard 
were smashed into. 

“We hope it was just a fluke that the 
money was there.” 

Both offenders are between 20 and 30, of 
medium build and wearing scarves over 
their faces. One was wearing a black 
jacket with a hat and the other a grey 
jacket with black sleeves.

Second home council tax exemptions scrapped by authority 


PEOPLE who own more than one 
home in Northampton will no 
longer be entitled to council tax 
discounts. 

Northampton Borough Council 
has agreed to the changes and 
letters will be sent out over the 
next two weeks explaining how it 
affects homeowners. 

From next month there will no 


longer be a discount available for 
empty and unfurnished 
properties, which will be charged 
the full amount of council tax. 

Second homes will also be 
charged the full amount and 
properties that have been left 
vacant for more than two years 
will be charged 150 per cent 
council tax. 


The borough council hopes this 
will free up more homes for 
people wanting to move to the 
town. 

Councillor Alan Bottwood, 
cabinet member for finance, 
said: “We have people wanting to 
live in our town and they are 
eager to get on the property 
market with a home of their own. 


“So why should houses stand 
empty and receive a discount on 
their council tax? 

“It makes sense to encourage 
property owners not to allow 
their properties to remain empty 
when they could be lived in and 
enjoyed by a family looking to 
move to Northampton or even 
stay in the area they grew up in.”

Popular teen’s cause of 
death is still a mystery

TENSIONS ran high at the inquest of a 
popular 16-year-old boy. 

Before the hearing began, coroner 
Anne Pember apologised to Jamal 
Hibbert’s family and friends for it taking 
nearly two years to hold it. 

The teenager (pictured), an aspiring DJ 
and music producer who lived in 
Towcester Road, Northampton, was 
confirmed dead on May 1, 2011. 

At the time thousands joined a 
Facebook group to pay their respects to 
the boy, followed by hundreds who 
released balloons and Chinese lanterns 
in Victoria Park. 

The inquest heard Jamal had attended 
a party at a flat in St Leonards Court, 
Northampton, on Saturday, April 30, 
2011. 

In his statement, Stevie Potter said he 
saw Jamal drinking methadone in the 
kitchen while Luke Jones said he thought 



Jamal was ‘on something’. There were a 
number of Jamal’s family and friends at 
the inquest and on a number of 
occasions some of them tried to 
question the witnesses. 

They were warned by Mrs Pember to 
stop or they would be asked to leave. 

The inquest was told Jamal fell asleep 


on a sofa at the party and despite 
people in the flat trying to wake him, 
they could not. 

Two girls were given instructions over 
the phone to try to resuscitate him 
before the paramedics arrived. 

In her evidence which was read out, 
paramedic Jessica Cowan said she found 
the patient laying on his side on the 
floor and he went into cardiac arrest. 

Jamal was declared dead at 
Northampton General Hospital (NGH) 
around lunchtime on May 1. 

Consultant histopathologist at NGH, 
Dr Fattah said: “For me there was no 
evidence at that time of any toxic level of 
drugs. There was methadone but 
nothing to excess.” 

Mrs Pember recorded an open verdict 
and said: “He was only 16 years old and 
had the whole of his life ahead of him. 

“If Dr Fattah, in his expert experience, 
is unable to say the cause of death then 
the only verdict I can return is an open 
verdict.”

He has 
been released on police bail.

Ml hit as 12 vehicles

FOUR crashes happened on 
a stretch of the motorway 
within three and a half 
hours.

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Mum’s pitch marches 
on without the Saints

THE Saints are no longer look¬ 
ing to relocate their training 
pitches. 

There are still hopes to turn 
the land in Eagle Drive, which 
has been subject to much 
controversy, into a community 
football pitch in memory of 
Northampton-born profession¬ 
al player Richard Butcher who 
died in January, 2011.

Wearmouth said: “After consid¬ 
ering a wide range of possibili¬ 
ties regarding a potential relo¬ 
cation of two of the club’s train¬ 
ing pitches, Northampton 
Saints’ management has decid¬ 
ed that retaining the existing 
two pitches at Franklin’s

Gardens is the best option in 
the club’s interests. 

“During the decision-making 
process, representatives from 
the Saints were in regular con¬ 
tact with Northampton Borough 
Council, the Home Farm 
Equestrian Centre (based on 
the land) and the Butcher fami¬ 
ly and attended public meetings 
in Far Cotton regarding Eagle 
Drive, and the club’s manage¬ 
ment hopes that an agreement 
can be reached about the site 
which is suitable for all parties 
concerned.” 


Mrs Butcher said: “I am really 
hoping that things will still go 
ahead. While it is a shame that 
the Saints don’t want to go there 
anymore, it might make it 
slightly easier for us to get the 
go ahead. 

“I didn’t really think there was 
going to be enough room for us 
all there, so this may help.” 

There have been no firm plans 
submitted yet from any 
interested party.

Extradition for man

A MAN accused of a fortnight of 
underage sex with an American 
schoolgirl lost his High Court 
fight against extradition to the 
United States. 

Richard Castle, 46, from 
Northampton, is alleged by the 
US authorities to have pretended 
to be a 17-year-old boy to win the 
affections of the girl who he is 
said to have met over the 
internet in 2009 when she was 
12 . 

He faces accusations that he 
sent her photos of his private 
parts and travelled to Ohio for a 
holiday in 2011, during which it is

BOY IN TERRORISM TRIAL 

A TEENAGER is due to stand 
trial on terrorism offences. 

The 16-year-old boy will 
appear at Birmingham Youth 
Court on Monday charged with 


claimed they had sex numerous 
times in his hotel and her home. 

Mr Castle was arrested after 
authorities in the US requested 
his extradition, following a 
complaint by a teacher to whom 
the girl had confided in about 
the alleged relationship. 

He contested his extradition, 
ordered last April, and yesterday 
two top judges rejected his 
appeal. 

His legal team argued that 
extradition to the US could 
violate his right to liberty, guar¬ 
anteed under Article 5 of the 
Human Rights Convention. 

Mr Castle’s lawyers argued that 
there was a risk that he could end 
up behind bars indefinitely 


possession of explosives, pos¬ 
session of materials ‘likely to be 
useful to a person committing 
or preparing an act of terror¬ 
ism’ and possession of prohibit¬ 
ed images of children. 


beyond the expiry of any 
sentence he got if extradited and 
convicted. 

Mr Justice Parker said: “He is 
plainly a prime candidate for 
deportation on the conclusion of 
any sentence he serves if extra¬ 
dited, tried and convicted. 

“There is no reason to doubt 
that, having served any term of 
imprisonment, he would elect to 
return voluntarily to the UK in 
any event. 

“This appellant stands no real 
risk of exposure to federal civil 
commitment in the US and 
there’s no risk that any of his 
rights under Article 5 would be 
violated if he is extradited to the 
US.” 


The boy, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, and 
who is from Northampton¬ 
shire is being detained in a 
secure mental health unit in the 
West Midlands.

Help continue Alex’s good work 

EVERY year 100 people living in Northampton¬ 
shire will get meningitis. It’s a devastating dis¬ 
ease that can affect anyone, of any age, at any 
time - striking in minutes and killing within 
hours. 

This Mother’s Day will be my first without my 
wonderful son, Alex. He was taken from us on 
August 1, 2012, 11 years after contracting men¬ 
ingitis. The disease left him wheelchair-bound, 
with memory issues and in constant pain. Alex 
was only 18 when he died. 

Alex spent most of his short life passionately 
raising awareness of meningitis and the work 
of a charity very close to his heart, the 
Meningitis Trust. 

The year before he died, Alex became a Young 
Ambassador for the Meningitis Trust - a job he 
loved to bits.

The ‘terrible’ reality of testing 

A NEW Animal Aid report describes how the 
research programme to tackle major human 
diseases by breeding and experimenting on 
genetically modified mice is resulting in 
terrible and pointless animal suffering. 

Epilepsy mouse ‘models’ have seizures 
triggered by having acid injected into their 
abdomens, with some of them dying from 
uninterrupted fitting. 

Those responsible for such terrible suffering 
argue that it’s worthwhile because the 
‘reprogrammed’ rodents can teach us about 
human disease. 

But the new Animal Aid report, Science 
Corrupted: the nightmare world of GM mice 
demonstrates that, while mice have the capac¬ 
ity to feel pain and fear, the genetic and physi¬ 
ological differences between rodents and our 
own species are far too great for them to act as 
reliable human substitutes in disease research. 

Science Corrupted goes on to list numerous 
‘promising’ therapies that worked effectively 
in the GM mouse ‘models’ but went on to fail 
hopelessly in patients with conditions such as 
Alzheimer’s, cancer and heart disease.

THE leader of the county 
council believes that if the 
Conservatives retain their 
majority in this May’s elections 
the party will run the authority 
for at least another decade. 

Councillor Jim Harker said at 
the launch of the party’s mani¬ 
festo on Monday that if they won 
this year then that is normally 
‘the way things go’. 

Cllr Harker was speaking to 
around 60 Conservative mem¬ 
bers who will be fighting for 
seats over the next two months. 

He said: “Our record will be 
based on the last eight years 
since we inherited the shambles 
Labour left us with.

Commission for England. 

This means there will be 57 
seats up for grabs. 

Last week, the Liberal 
Democrats launched their 
election bid, which included a 
petition for streetlights to be 
switched back on.

road markings.” 


Cocaine plane 
nets cops £17k

A PLANE used by drug 
traffickers has been sold 
for more than £17,000 by 
Northamptonshire 
Police. 

The microlight aircraft 
was used by an interna¬ 
tional gang to fly in 
cocaine valued at £1.7 
million. 

It is thought to be the 
first time a force has 
seized an aeroplane 
under the Misuse of 
Drugs Act and progressed 
to selling it. 

The Zenair Zodiac 
aircraft was listed on 
eBay with a reserve of 
£ 12 , 000 . 

The listing ended at 
8pm on Monday and saw 
21 bids in total made on 
the plane, with 11 on the 


last day. A thousand 
people were ‘watching’ 
the item. 

The money from the 
sale will now be invested 
in policing activities. 

The aircraft was confis¬ 
cated by officers from the 
East Midlands Special 
Operations Unit during 
an investigation into an 
organised crime gang. 

The case concluded in 
November last year with 
the convictions of six 
men for a total of 37 
years. 

Class A drugs were 
driven from Amsterdam 
to France, where they 
were loaded onto the 
aircraft and flown into 
Northamptonshire. 

All six men pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to 
import Class A drugs. 

Police and Crime 


Commissioner Adam 
Simmonds said: “The 
sale of the plane and the 
interest from the public 
we’ve seen has been 
tremendous. 

“It sold well above the 
reserve price and more 
than we expected to get. 

“We can now use the 
money from the sale for 
policing activities. This 
sends a strong message 
to criminals that we will 
seize and sell their 
assets.” 

Detective Inspector 
Greg Maides said: “This 
has been a unique case. 

“To add to the success¬ 
ful convictions we got in 
court, the sale of this 
aircraft has added to the 
impact this case has had 
on those who have 
committed crime in our 
communities.” 


Time please! Views wanted on drinking hours 


BUSINESSES and 
residents are being asked 
for their thoughts on 
cutting drinking hours. 

Northampton Borough 
Council is sending out 
letters about the possibil¬ 
ity of introducing Early 
Morning Restriction 
Orders (EMROs).

A11 the comments and 
information will be 
presented to the licensing 
committee so it can 
decide whether to launch 
a full consultation on 
whether an EMRO would 
benefit a specific area in.

Mr Jones added: “We sell 
throughout Europe and are 
strong in Germany, Sweden, 
France, Spain and Italy. 

“We also go to the USA where 
we are strong on the Eastern 
side of the country in cities like 
New York and export to Asia 
including Japan, China and 
South Korea. 

“We have to balance our 
distribution.

It also has three shops in Paris 
and one in New York. 

C&J make 260 styles of shoes 
which cost in the region of £300- 
£400 but can make you a special 
semi-bespoke pair for £650. 

The company’s fully bespoke 
shoes are available from its 
retail shop at J4 Rue Chauveau- 
Lagarde in Paris. 

They take six weeks to make 
and cost £2,800. 

If you feel like splashing the 
cash, you could even go for a 
crocodile pair costing £4,000. 


The cutters are responsible for 
cutting the leather and there are 
a few dedicated people who do 
this task. 

They learn their trade by 
cutting out car skins. 

Export director, Robin 
Guinness said: “It takes eight 
weeks to make a pair of shoes 
and there are more than 200 
single applications to complete 
this task. 

“The shoes go up and down the 
five storey building before they 
reach the shoe room when they 
are finished. 

“We employ more than 300 
workers in the factory and some 
of them have been working here 
for generations.” 

Crockett & Jones is still owned 
by the same family of the two 
men (Sir James Crockett and 
Charles Jones) who established 
the company in J879. 

In January, the heir to the 
throne, Prince Charles, visited 
the Crockett & Jones shoe 
factory in Northampton. 

It was part of a nationwide tour 
to encourage young people to 
get into manufacturing. 

He toured the factory and was 
presented with some Black Calf 
Tetbury boots (as worn by James 
Bond in Skyfall) as a gift for 
Princes William and Harry. 

For himself, he chose a classic 
punch cap Oxford, Belgrave.

Ding murder trial brought forward 


THE provisional trial date for 
murder suspect Anxiang Du has 
been brought forward. 

Mr Du will stand trial from July 
29, instead of August 5, because 
of the ‘availability of experts’. 

Mr Du, 54, faces four counts of 
murder of the Ding family. 

He was arrested at Heathrow 
Airport two weeks ago, after 
being extradited from Morocco. 


Jeff Ding, 46, his wife Helen, 47 
and daughters Xing ‘Nancy’, 18, 
and 12-year-old Alice died at 
their home ( pictured ) in Pioneer 
Close, Wootton, on the day of the 
Royal Wedding in April 2011. 

The trial, at Northampton 
Crown Court, is expected to last 
ten days. 

There will be a plea and case 
management hearing on May 7. 



69 under 18s reported 
for sex abuse on a child

ALMOST 70 children were 
reported to Northamptonshire 
Police for committing sexual 
abuse on other youngsters. 

Figures obtained by the 
NSPCC from the force show 
that 69 child sex abuse offences 
committed by under 18s were 
reported in the last three years. 

Nationally, nearly all - 98 per 
cent - of the 4,562 offenders 
were boys. 


And where the relationship 
was recorded at least three out 
of five of the victims knew their 
abuser. 

Claire Lilley, NSPCC policy 
advisor, said: “In some cases 
older children are attacking 
younger ones and in other 
cases it’s sexual violence 
within a teenage relationship. 

“While more research needs 
to be done on this problem, we 
know that technology and easy 
access to sexual material is 
warping young people’s views 


of what is ‘normal’ or accepta¬ 
ble behaviour.” Detective 
Inspector Stuart Hitchon, from 
the Child Protection Team at 
Northants Police, said: “In 
comparison with the total 
volume of child abuse cases we 
deal with, I would say that 69 
offences represents a low 
number of offences over a 
three-year period. 

“During this time, we 
certainly haven’t seen an 
increase in the number of child 
offenders in the county.”

BOXING 

NORTHAMPTON featherweight Ashley 
Lane says he can beat big-talking Kal 
Yafai after a title bout with Josh Wale 
at the end of next month. 

Yafai is a rising star in British box¬ 
ing, claiming six knockouts in his 
seven fights so far. 

Lane approached Yafai’s 
Birmingham camp last year but his 
advances were dismissed by Eddie 
Hearn - son of legendary sports pro¬ 
moter Barry Hearn - with Yafai’s 
unbeaten record at stake. 

“I’m looking for a fight against Kal 
Yafai,” said Lane. “I was meant to 
fight him for my last fight but Eddie 


Hearn didn’t want the fight. They 
wanted something easier. 

“They keep saying he’s the best 
bantamweight in the country. I’m a 
strong, tough lad and I really think I 
can beat Yafai.” 

Lane will prepare for the potential 
clash by competing for the British 
Masters bantamweight title against 
Wale, who has lost his last two fights. 

Nevertheless, it should prove the 
sternest test of 
Lane’s career, 
which has seen 
three wins in 
seven fights. 

“It’s going to be 
toughest fight I’ve 


ever had,” said Lane. “It’s a career¬ 
changing fight for me. I’ve seen Josh 
Wale box on Sky and I’ve seen him 
box against Kid Galahad on Channel 
Five. He’s good, he’s strong and he 
can hit so it’s going to be a hard 
fight. I’ve been watching videos of 
him near enough every day, looking 
for weaknesses. I’ve got my tactics 
thought up and I know where I’m 
going to be attacking him.” 

Lane has never 
fought below eight 
stone ten but will 
drop down to eight 
stone six for the title 
bout. He admits diet¬ 
ing is the most chal¬ 


lenging part of being a boxer. 

“The hardest part has definitely got 
to be the diet,” he said. “Every fight 
I’ve had, I’ve always tweaked it 
because you learn throughout each 
fight what works for you. I’ve intro¬ 
duced more veg, more fruit, seeds 
and some rice and potatoes. No choc¬ 
olate bars, no crisps or cake. It is 
hard work; I love cake. 

“The first couple of days this week 
I’ve found it a little bit tougher. I’ll be 
at home and my mates will come 
back with pizza or cake and start 
stuffing their faces. 

“Sometimes I’ll go for a run or 
something or I’ll turn my back on 
them and watch the television.”

NATHAN Reeve is eager to put a frustrating 
eight months behind him and get back into con¬ 
tention for a shot at the British title later this 
year when he returns to the ring on Saturday 
night. 

The 23-year-old from Northampton won the 
British Masters super flyweight belt with a sev¬ 
enth-round stoppage of Terry Broadbent last 
September, but various hand injuries have kept 
him out of action since then. 

Reeve faces Bulgarian Stefan Slavchev in a 
six-rounder on the under card of the show in 
Wolverhampton which commemorates 70 years 
of boxing at the Civic Hall and already has his 
sights set on the next challenge. 

“This one is an eliminator for an international 
title and although I’m not sure what could be 
next I have faith in my management that they’ll 
steer me along the right lines,” said Reeve. 

“There was talk of an English title, but that fell 
through. [British super flyweight champion] 

Paul Butler also messaged me on Twitter saying 
if I win this it would set me up for a shot at his 
title, but we’ll have to see. 

“I was ranked second in the country until 
Jamie Conlan came back after a year out, so I 
want to win this fight, get back to second in the 
rankings and then fight for a title later in the 
year.” 

Former Far Cotton Boys amateur Reeve had 
been hoping to defend his Masters belt before 
Christmas, but damaged a muscle in his right 
hand which caused it to swell up and prevented 
him from doing any sparring or bag work. 

Soon after recovering, he slipped in the snow 
and sprained his wrist while out running, 
although he has now fully recovered from those 
setbacks to start fighting again. 

“I’ve been able to keep doing my running 
since then, so I’ve managed to keep up my fit¬ 
ness,” said Reeve. “It’s frustrating when you’re 
not able to do any bag work because I don’t 
really enjoy running but I do enjoy fighting. 

“I actually had to ease off with my training a 
few weeks ago because I didn’t want to peak 
too soon. You know when your body is reaching 
its physical peak and I want to make sure I’m 
there on Saturday.”

“We’ve got that philosophy here 
and we’re focussed on putting in a 
good performance, working hard 
for each other and hopefully com¬ 
ing away with a win.” 

The signs are also good for 
Northampton. Not only are Ben 
Foden, Lee Dickson, Tom Wood, 
Courtney Lawes and Dylan 
Hartley all with the seniors, but 
Day is joined by Academy team 
mates Tom Collins, Tom 
Stephenson, Will Hooley, Danny 
Hobbs-Awoyemi and Danny 
Herriott in the U20 squad. 

Day is the only one who has been 
a regular starter and will be an 
integral part of the squad for the 
IRB Junior World Championship 
at the end of the season where 
England will go head-to-head 
with the super powers of the 
game. 

“It’s a massive goal for all of us,” 
said Hooley. 

“The Six Nations has been great, 
but to go and play teams like 
South Africa and, if we progress 
further on in the tournament, 
teams like Australia, New Zealand 
- you want to play against the best 
players in your position.”
